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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant aruges that Noguchi in view of Owatari 
is not an obvious rejection; howver, the examiner has stated, in the arguments of the final rejection, that it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention that the surfactant taught by Noguchi could be replaced with any type of 
surfactant (as no specific type of surfactant is disclosed), and Owatari discloses a plurality of surfacants, including a non-ionic surfactant. 
Owatari also discloses the ink, or the ink contact angle, stability being improved by the use of surfactants. The examiner would also like to 
point out that while Owatari discloses organic solvents, the claims do not disclose the absense of an organic solvent. Owatari is solely 
used in combination with Noguchi to disclose the types of surfactants; Noguchi discloses a surfactant but fails to disclose the type of 
surfactant.. 
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
